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U.S. Reply To. 
Reynaud Appeal 
Is Made Public 


Roosevelt Says Nation To Redouble Efforts | 
As Long As France Continues “In De- 
fence Of Her Liberties” 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—President Roosevelt assured 
France today that the United States would “redouble its ef- 
forts” to send planes and munitions to the Allies as long as | 
they “continue to resist’ German aggression. 


The President added that this assurance carried with 
it “no implication of military commitments.” 


“Only the congress can make such commitments,” the 
President said in a cablegram to Premier Reynaud of France. | 
The message was made public at the White House. 


No Recognition Results Of Conquest 


Mr. Roosevelt also told Premier Reynaud that the United 
States would not recognize the “results of conquest of terri- 
tory acquired through military aggression,” and would not 
“consider as valid any attempts to infringe by force the inde- 
pendence and territorial integrity of France.” 


The president's cable was in response to an appeal for 
aid from Reynaud in which the French premier asked for 
“clouds of planes” from across the Atlantic. 


The message was sent shortly before Mr. Roosevelt 
conferred for 70 minutes with Lord Lothian and Count De 
St. Quentin, the British and French ambassadors. The 
White House said the text of the president's cablegram also 
was conveyed to the ambassadors. 


Report France 
| To Capitulate 
- Branded Untrue 


LONDON, June 15.—An_ authoritative’source today 
attributed reports that France is capitulating or making 
a separate peace to German origin and said there is no 
truth in them. 


LONDON, June 15.—An authoritative London source 
declared tonight that ‘“‘the Allies continue as hitherto in| 
close consultation and complete agreement.” 


BORDEAUA, France, June 15.—The French high com- 
mand said tonight that the Germans had crossed the Rhine 
into Alsace, on the Maginot front, and had penetrated cen- 
tral France as far south as Chamont, 140 miles southeast 
of Paris. 

“A few detachments” of the enemy crossed the | 
Rhine in the Neufbrisach region, some 40 miles south of 
Strasbourg, tonight’s communique said. It added the 
French “position of resistance” there remained unbroken.” 

The Germans swarmed through Champagne, east and 
south of Paris, battered heavily in the Troyes and St. Dizier 
regions and pushed advanced guards to the Chamont region. 

North of Troyes, the Germans crossed the Seine at Ro- 
milly.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—United 
States officials estimated yesterday 
that the British and French empires 
still have roughly $7,000,000,000 of 


“quick assets” with which they 
could purchase supplies immedi- 
ately in the United States. These 


assets include gold, cash deposits 
and American securities, * 

The officials, however, indicated 
that lack of materials to be bought 
quickly was much more of a prob- 
lem to the Allies than the avail- 
ability of cash for payment. They 
pointed out that in spite of pressing 
needs for airplanes since the war 
began, the Allies have had to sign 
some contracts for planes not ex- 
pected to be ready for delivery 
until September, 1941,

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France Pleads for Arms 


Desperately wounded, but fighting 
with valor never surpassed, France 
through the head of her Government has 
called upon the democracies of the world 
for weapons with which to go on fight- 
ing. That is all she has asked for. But 
she does ask that these be sent with the 
utmost speed and in the greatest numbers 
possible, for her life is at stake. 

France has a right to ask for this 
measure of help from the free nations. 
She deserves it on her record as a cham- 
pion of democracy past and present. She 
deserves it on the ground of mutual ideals 
and principles. She deserves it because 
she has been attacked without just cause. 
She deserves it because She is holding the 
first line of world democracy against a 
combination of powerful enemies who in- 
tend to destroy self-government every- 
where and bring “every human being and 
every mile of the earth's surface” under 
their brutal control. 

In particular France has a right to ask 
for this help because while the other 
democracies were disarming mentally and 
materially, France kept her army in con- 
dition and built the Maginot line. Had 
she not done so the whole continent of 
Europe would now be dominated outright 
by the aggressors, Britain would be suf- 
fering the concentrated fury of Nazi and 
Fascist attack, and there would not be in 
the old world a rallying place where the 
friends of free government could make a 
stand. 

There is not a free people on earth who 
can side-step the moral responsibility to 
respond to this appeal, or who can hope 
to escape the consequences should Hitler 
and Mussolini become masters of Europe | 
because France perishes for lack of weap- | 
ons with which to defend herself. Large |

and small they are doomed to attack if 
the champions of force and greed can 
gather into their control the whole re- 
sources, man-power and armaments of 
Europe. If France is destroyed the war- | 
ring dictators will hold every person and 
every foot of that continent in their grip 
west of their economic ally, Russia. Could 
island Britain defend itself against that 
unparalleled concentration of power in

Washington's response to this plea was | 
prompt and whole-hearted. “Everything 
possible” is being done there to supply the 
arms France so sorely needs. But it 
should not be left to the United States 
alone to meet the call. Every American 
republic has airplanes it does not urg- 
ently need at present. Canada has some | 
planes engaged in commercial work which | 
might be spared for a time.

To Be or Not to Be 


Senator Vandenberg was not long ago 
among those who most insistently—and 
influentially—demanded that the United 
States hold to an attitude of strict neu- 
trality in the struggle between the totali- 
tarian states and the democracies in 
Europe. Now he says the United States is 
not neutral but only non-belligerent, and 
should give the Allies all the aid it can 
short of entering the war. 

The same day three New York news- 
papers carried full-page advertisements 
urging that the United States protect it- 
self by sending planes, tanks, guns, muni- 
tions and food to the Allies, lest ‘“Ameri- 
can boys will fight and die in another 
Flanders nearer home”. The advertise- 
ments were paid for by a nation-wide 
“Committee to Defend America”, 

Whatever else the blitzkrieg did or 
may do, it has startled the people of the 
great republic out of the complacent no- 
tion that there is room in this world for 
military aggressors and peaceful self-gov- 
erning nations. Canadians are not now 
more keenly aware than their neighbors 
of what is at stake in this struggle for the 
right of democracies to live. 


Officers of the TCA have offered to 
spend their off-hours training recruits to 
the Air Force, without extra pay. That 
is practical patriotism, the more effective 
because instructors are scarce and the 
training must be pushed. 

The Abyssinians are threatening to 
revolt, something Il Duce evidently ex- 
pected them to do, since he sent a ship- 
load of bombs to his airmen there. As a 
British cruiser intercepted the ship, the 
bombs will likely land in Abyssinia ulti- 
mately, but by a route less satisfactory to 
the Italian garrisons. 


The war department at Washington is 
turning over $37,000,000 worth of equip- 
ment and munitions to the U. S. Steel 
Corporation, which in turn will sell them 
to the Allies, without profit. These will 
go some way to offset the supply of tanks, 
planes and submarines Hitler obtained by 
ordering Italy into the war, and which 
probably constituted his chief reason for 
doing so.

DEMOCRACY AND UNTVERSAL SERVICE 

The idea of universal service in the defence 
forees of the nation was a product of the French 
Revolution. Far from being an undemocratic 
notion, it was born togethér with the idea of 
personal freedom, and logically so. For no one 
has a right to freedom unless he is prepared to 

— defend it with all other free 
¥ ml men. The decay of democracy 
began with the concept that it 
consisted of a congeries of 
rights attended by no comple- 
mentary responsibilities. The 
result of such a concept is 
anarchy and the result of anar- 
chy is despotiam and slavery. 
Actually, the only form of mili- 
tary defence that is not a 
menace to democracy is that 

D. Thompson built upon universal service. 
The oldest and, for its size, the strongest de- 
mocracy in the world today is the Swiss. Like 
our own it was founded not upon nationality, 
but upon «n idea; it came into being with an oath 
—the oath io be free and defend that freedom. 
It is and has been a democracy in which every 
citizen is a soldier and every soldier a citizen. 
And it has thus avoided militarism while being, 
for its size, so strong that its powerful neighbors 
prefer to touch any other smal! state rather than 
the porcupine of Switzerland. 

An army based upon universal service can- 
not become a state within a state, because its 
social frontiers are coincident with the frontier 
of the state. An army of all democratic citizens 
is a democratic army.

When the Treaty of Versailles, anxious to 
keep Germany militarily weak, prohibited uni- 
versal military service it began the destruction 
of the German Republic. 

Adolf Hitler was a creation of the German 
army. This is a matter of indisputable historical 
record. The German army was not the army of 
the German Republic. The old army had been 
the army of the Hohenzollern Reich, a semi- 
absolutist state, based upon a rigid caste system 
and a benevolent and paternalistic state social- 
ism. The new army permitted by Versailles was 
limited to 100,000 men, and was reconstructed by 
the officers of the Hohenzollern tradition. The 
treaty required twelve years’ service for each 
soldier, which meant that the army became a 
professional body. It conceived of itself as the 
protector of Germany, and therefore identified 
itself with Germany, and became a state within 
a state. Its aim was to throw off the Treaty of 
Versailles and retrieve its own power. 

Adolf Hitler was given his first platform by 
that army; he was employed by it as a speaker. 
His newspaper received its first subsidy from 
that army. On the shoulders of that army he 
was raised, with its aid he overthrew the Repub- 
lic, and then he introduced universal! military 
service and strengthened the regime he had 
created, 

Had the German Republic had its own army 
—the army of all the citizens, organized to de-

His purpose was to create an 
instrument for democratizng the republic and 
for tying the idea of rights to the idea of ser- 
vice. 

He achieved only limited success because the 
German democracy was guilty of the same intel- 
lectual and moral fallacies which have been the 
curse of most democracies, namely, that freedom 
is something you get free, for nothing, instead 
of something that accrues as the result of ethical 
and therefore truthful relations between men. 

Because the Fiscist state has degraded the 
purpose of such a service and made it an instru- 
ment for training youth to racial arrogance and 
joy in aggressive war is no comment on the in- 
strument. The C.C.C, camps, were they uni- 
versalized, would follow the same pattern of 
organization, but they could as well be an instrue 
ment for training youths to democratic co-operae 
tuon and devoted defense.

Stalin Thinks Things Over 


Nothing has been heard for weeks of Hitler's 
Gream that Soviet Russia might be persuaded 
to lend him active help in the war, little is 
printed nowadays of the great flow of raw ma- 
terials which was expected to be the least Rus- 
sian contribution to German arms. On the 
contrary there are signs of coolness between 
Berlin and Moscow, 

Tt seems to have started with the German 
invasion of Norway, which Stalin and Molotoff 
took a bit glumly. They must have wondered 
whether Sweden was to be the next victim, and 
a German-controlled Scandinavia would raise 
no shouts of glee in Soviet circles. 

Nor did Moscow applaud when the Germans 
over-ran Holland and Belgium and Northern 
France. Moscow, in fect, and the Russian press, 
were significantly silent. As Italy warmed up 
for war Russia cooled off and in the midst of the 
excitement at Rome intimated to Great Britain 
that the time seemed opportune for reopening 
trade negotiations dormant for months.—Ottawa 
Journal. 


Poland Under the Nazis 


This is the story that reaches us through 
‘Buch trustworthy sources as the Vatican, the 
Polish Relief Furd in Great Britain, and the 
Commission for Polish Relief and the Pederew- 
ski Fund in the United States. 

Gdynia was a city of 130,000 inhabitants, a 
thoroughly modern and well-equipped seaport 
created through Polish energy and hard work 
out of a small fishing village. The people were 
ordered to get out of their houses, leaving behind 
all their possessions except such clothing as 
would go into a small parcel. This was mid- 
winter, with temperatures that ran down to 30 
and 40 below zero. They were crowded into 
temporary quarters, where many died of hunger, 
exposure and disease. Those that remained were 
then packed like cattle into unheated railway 
trucks, in which they had to travel for many 
hours to a destination in Central Poland, Here 
is a single incident of that tragic exodus, an 
exodus that went on for weeks, under conditons 
that became increasingly intolerable: One cattle 
truek had been loaded with children, young 
children with no one to look after them, come 
pelled for hours to travel in an unheated car, 
in zero weather, When at long length the jour- 
ney came to an end, not a single child remained 
alive. They were all frozen to death. That 
comes as a bald statement from Poles too 
numbed by suffering to do more than record 
the fact, a fact that would be quite incredible if 
we were dealing with any race léss inhuman 
than the German. 

What happened in Gdynia was repeated in 
Poznan and other places in the western prov- 
inces. The German policy, carried out with 
characteristic thoroughness and _ ruthlessness, 
has been to kill all the Polish leaders they could 
capture, send the able-bodied men to work 
under conditons of slavery in Germany, ship out 
the young girls to army brothels, and having 
robbed them of practically everything but the 
clothes they wore, transport the older men and 
women end the young children to regions in 
Central Poland that were already overcrowded 
with starving Poles. It is on behalf of these 
unhappy people that The Friends of Poland ask 
yoar sympathy.—The Friends of Poland, Ottawa.

Neuralgia is marked by sharp, 
boring, cutting or stabbing pains in 
a nerve or nerves, or radiating along 
the course of a nerve. 

This pain tends to come in spasms 
rather than with steadiness, and 
because of this feature is classed 
with pain of the intermittent type. 

Strictly speaking, neuralgia is a 
symptom rather than a disease, but 
it has come to be regarded almost 


as though it were a true disease | 


entity. This distressing complaint 
is found more frequently among 
women than men and usually ap- 
pears between the ages of 35 to 55, 
although it may appear earlier. 


Several digerent types of neural-! 


gia have been classified and named, 
the name which was given depend- 
ing upon which nerves were af- 
fected. For example, tri-facial neu- 
ralgia is the name given to that 
type which causes a neuralgia of 
the side of the face. This form is 


also referred to as tic douloureux, | 


Inasmuch as the pain depends upon 
which division is involved. 
The pain may radiate from the 


upper jaw and cheek, or it may cen-| 


ter in the lower jaw, in which event 
the patient wil! complain of a pain 
just in front of the ear. In some 
cases it is limited to the eye, e¢ye- 
brow and root of the nose. 
Occasionally the pain of neural- 
gia will locate in the middle ear 
and auditory canal. When neura!- 
gia causes a pain in the side be- 
tween the ribs, it is referred to as 
intercostal neuralgia. What is called 
sciatic neuralgia affects the great 


sciatic nerve, and is usually called 

| plain sciatica. 

ter a portion of a limb has been

| given the title of “stump neuralgia.” 

Neuralgia may affect the feet, ine 
volving the meta-tarso-phalangeal

Issue In War ‘Tyranny 
Versus Liberty’ Declares 
British Labor Minister 


LONDON, June 15—The isaue 
at stake in the war “Is one of 
tyranny verses liberty,” Arthur 
Bevin, minister of labor and na- 
tional service, said last night in a 
specch at a mecting of the Ameri- 
can Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr, Bevin said that if the trade 
union movement is overthrown in 
Britain “It would be gone through- 
out the world.” 

“I am proud there was little need 
of the compulsory powers I had 
been given,” he said. “There is a 
99-per cent. response. I am en- 
abled to move in this great task with 
a rapidity that was beyond my 
wildest dreams. This speed of action 
has been made possible by the 
splendid relations that exist be- 
tween management and labor. 

“Trade unionists are determined, 
however distasteful and difficult 
their orders might be, to carry them 
out so that it should not be laid at 
their doors that there was a short- 
age of a& single shell or airplane or

Swelling the funds for war work under sponsorship of 
the Canadian Red Cross Society and the Imperial Order 
Daughters of the Empire, contributions made by Edmonton 
citizens took a decided jump Saturday as concern for the 
condition of the Allied fighting forces spurred on donations. 


R.C.M.P. officials have issued | 
warning to Italians living in this 
Grea that all persons of that racial 
origin who have become natural- 
ized Canadiane since September 
21, 1929, must register with R.C. 
M.P., detachments. 


This warning supplements a simi- 
lar regulation that applies to all | 
Germans who were naturalized | 
since the same date. 

Police have the power to finger- 
Print and take Bertillion measure- 
ments of all aliens registering but 
such records will be destroyed fol- 
lowing cessation of hostilities 

All aliens, whether naturalized or 
otherwise, must surrender fitearms 
and explosives to police without de- | 
lay.or be liable to severe penalties. 

There are 4.802 Ita'ians in Al- 
berta who have already registered 
in compliance with the regula- 
tions, police state.
